Roehik and Miss Maria Olk was de- 
signed to notify their friends and the 
public that they have been united with- 
out the forms of legal marriage... 

Inquiry by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in the studio, at 3810, Olive street, where 
Roehik, his brother Ernst, “Miss Olk 
and her brother Hugo live, revealed 
a strange double romance of the Bo- 
hemia which is the traditional home of 
art’s devotees.

Rings Only Concession. 

Wedding rings are also displayed by 
Louls Roehlk and Maria Olk, hers worn 
on her left hand, his.on his right.

“Uniess the State compels it,’’ said 
Louis Roehlk to the reporter, while Miss 
Olk.stooed approvingly beside him, ‘‘we 
ghall never go through the ordinary 
marriage ceremony. If some officer of 
the law should undertake to prosecute 
us, I suppose we would waive our ob- 
jections, and satisfy the requirement.

Louis, but had taken 
an art course in Germany afid had 
brought his brother from that country. 

Becoming : very friendly with the 
Roéehiks, Hugo Olk mentioned them in 
his letters to.his sisters in Germany.

“My statement regarding our rela- 
tions may seem strange to many per- 
sons, and it may be asked why we 
should call ourselves married if we do 
not sustain the ordinary relations of 
husband and wife. I can only answer 
by saying that we are both believers 
in the power of the will and the domina- 
tion of mind over matter, and that we 
hope, by. processes of mind and will 
alone, to make ourselves the parents of 
a child-which will be perfect. in mind 
and body. 

Expects Scoffers to Sneer.

As they passed the county jail many 
of the officials Who have had the pris- 
oner in their charge for the last year, 
leaned from the windows and waved 
their hands to the physician. With a 
broad smile he returned the salutations. 

Next Monday Dr. Hyde will appear in 
the Criminal Court here and the*date 
for his next trial for the murder of Col. 
Thomas H. Swope will be set. 

Following Dr. Hyde's release he is- 
sued the following Statement: 

“I shall reopen my office as soon as I 
can refit it and will try to take up my 
daily life where it was interrupted by 
this unfortunate train of events. It is 
my personal desire that my case be dis- 
posed of at the earliest possiblé mo- 
ment.”’

Old Residents Near Cave Say 
Indian Boy Was Twins 
‘Grown Together, 


By Associated Press. 
OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., April 26— 


The body of an Indian boy with two 
heads, four arms and four legs was 
discovered in a cave near Okmulyges, 
Ok., yesterday by Emmons Lowe, a 
farmer boy, while hunting rabbits. The 
body is nearly five feet tall. The arms 
are of the same length, reaching far be- 
low the knees. The flesh on the bones 


has dried and apparently there has been 
no decay. 

Old residents in the vicinity of the 
cave say they remember such an Indian 
boy and that he has been missing near- 
ly ten years. He was kept out of sight 
by other members of his tribe as much 
as possible. It is supposed he wandered 
away and died in the cave. 

Persons who remember him declare 
he walked and talked as if he were not 
different from normal human betngs. 
He was in reality two persons with one 
body, even the shoulders of each bemg 
separate and\ perfect, the body very 
wide and the lower limbs perfectly de 
veloped. The bodies are joined together 
below the shoulders and fro mther down 
to the hips. 

Physicians who have examined the 
body assert there were really two per- 
sons and that they were grown together 
so that not even a surgical operation 
sould have separated them.

LADY? ASKS ONE 
SUING MISTRESS 


Says She and Sister Were Fired 
for Maintaining Their Status 
: as_ Ladies.. 


DEFENDANT DENIES THIS 


Declares Maids Had Many Call- 
ers, Some in Autos, and 
That They Quit. 


Whether a house servant can quit 
without notice to employer and collect 
wages due is involved in the suit of 
Laura Brandt against Mr. and Mrs. 
Leon L. Hull of 4919 Forest Park bou- 
levard. The case was tried Tuesday 
before Circuit Judge Shields and taken 
under advisement. 

The question of the right of servants 
to entertain friends also figured in the 
case. The plaintiff and her sister, Mra. 


Bertha Conno, were employed by Mrs. 
Hull April 15, 1910. Bertha’s salary as 
cook was $20 a month and her sister’s 
pay as housegirl $18. Their services in 
the Hull home ended abruptly June 2, 
1910. The sister alleged that there was 
an aggregate of $24.06 due them when 
they left. Mrs. Conno assigned her 
claim to Laura Brandt, in whose name 
suit was brought. 
Says They Were Fired. 

The plaintiff testified that she and 
her sister had been discharged by Mrs. 
Hull, saying the only reason she knew 
was that she and her sister insisted 
ppon maintaining their status as ladies. 
“Can't a cook be a lady?” she asked 
Attorney F. A. C. Macmanus, represent- 
ing the Hulls. 

Mrs. Hull told the Judge she did not 
discharge the sisters, but that they left 
without notice to her when she was 
111. This was after she and her hus- 
band had returned from a two weeks’ 
trip to the South. 

In her absence the wine cellar had 
been invaded, Mrs. Hull said. Some of 
the wine was missing, and the glassware 
bore evidence of having been used. Mrs. 
Hull, however, said she made no accusa- 
tions. 

She sald she had no fault to find with 
the work of the sisters, but did com- 
plain that the girls entertained too 
much. Their company came, she said, 
at times while dinner was being served. 
Some of the sisters’ friends called to 
see them in automobiles, according to 
Mrs. Hull. 

Laura Brandt said that she and her 
sister were employed to work in 4 
family of two, but that soon after 
they assumed their duties two grand- 
children of the Hulls arrived, making 
necessary extra washing and house- 
hold work. ‘She and her sister pro- 
tested, she said. 

“Mrs. Hull told us,” she testified, 
“that if we didn’t like it we could 
quit presently, and we thought that 
meant we wére discharged, s0.we 
asked for our money.” 

Mrs. Hull denied that. she thad dis- 
missed the maids. She had only 59 
cents in the house when they demand- 
ed their pay, she said, and told therm 
they must wait and see her husband. 
Whereat they left the house, 


Case Decided Once, 

Mrs. Hull stated that when she re- 
fused to pay the girls when they left 
Laura threatened to call a policeman. 
The case was originally tried before 
Justice of the Peace O’Halloran, who 
gave judgment in favor of the plaintiff 
for $24.06. The Hulls then appealed to 
the Circuit Court. Attorney Macmanus 
says the defendants filed a counterclaim 
for $500, but it was not based on any 
definite ground.

truly triple play that helped the 
Tigers defeat the’ Browns in Mon- 
day’s game in Detroit, despite the fact 
that the triple “kill” was. called that 
way by the official scorer dt Tigerville. 

Umpires Charley Rigier and William 
Finneran, who are handling the cur- 
rent Cardinals-Pirates series, and Man- 
ager Roger Bresnahan of the Cardinals, 
say that the play as the Tigers pulled 
it, can not be scored officially as a 
“triple play.” It’s merely a triple out. 

It was like this—Austin was on second 
end Murray on first with none out. La- 
porte hit a pop fly which drifted back 
about fifteen feet behind third base. 
George Moriarty, the Tiger third base- 
man, got under the ball, but dropped. it. 
As he did, Laporte started for first 
while the runners moved up. 

Moriarty then recovered the ball, 
tossed it to Shortstop Bush, who tagged 
Austin a few feet off second base and 
then ran over and put out Murray, who 
was approaching the middle pillow. In 
the opinion of the Detroit scorer, that 
constituted q triple play, Laporte being 
automatically out 6n the “infield fly,’’ 
called by the umpire. 

How Rigler Views It. 

‘f wouldn't score that as a triple 
play,” said Umpire Rigler to the Post- 
Dispatch. ‘‘Laporte was out, to be sure. 
in fact he was out as-soon as he hit 
the ball and it was plain to the umpire 
that it was an infield fly.

Manager Bresnahan says he wouldn’t 
call a similar play a triple play, but 
would score the out for Moriarty, de- 
spite the fact that he dropped the ball, 
and call the other section of the play 
a double play, with Moriarty and Bush 
credited for the same.

WILL NOT MAKE DEFENSE 


Refuses to Discuss the Charges 
or Say Whether He Tried 
to Court Her.

Bureau of the Foat-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK. April 26.—Dr. John Jack- 


ola of the United States and Uleabog, 
Finland, who has been lecturing on wom- 
an suffrage chiefly under auspices of 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont’s association, 
and who, it is reported, was paying ar- 
dent attention to hér, was booked to ap- 
pear at the East Fifty-fourth Street 
Police Court today on a charge of dis¢ 
orderly conduct, the complainant being 
Mrs. Belmont’s sécretary, James Mc- 
Mahon. 

In the Hotel Marseille Dr. Jackola 
would not admit to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch that the charge had 
grown out of his attempts to make love 
te the wealthy suffragist leader, nor 
would he deny it. 

“I prefer to say nothing,” he said. “‘T 
have seen the lawyers. I understand 
nothing is to come out at court. It 
is not for me to talk. But in such a 
case I would not defend myself. What- 
ever is coming to me, I believe, if I 
take it as a good sport, the lady may 
think better of me. One has to re- 
tnember the future.” 

“You will continue your sult for Mrs. 
Belmont’s heart?’’ 

'“J will not say. I shall be coming 
back to New York, and were I to speak 
of one woman now, I would have diffi- 
culty with the other women. They would 
close their houses to me.” 

Hasn’t the Least Notion. 

“But what have you done that may 
be called ‘disorderly conduct’?”’ 

“T have not the least notion. The com- 
plainant against me, McMahon, I hard- 
ly know. He has arranged some lec- 
tures for me, that is all. I cannot see 
what jt has to do with him. Whatever 
may have passed between me and Mrs. 
Belmont is no business of any man.”’ 

“Perhaps McMahon asked you to leave 
the suffragist offices or Mrs. Belmont’s 
home and you refused?’’ 

“Never!” exclaimed the doctor. ‘‘Do I 
look like a man who would stay where I 
was not wanted? I have done nothing to 
be ashamed of.”’ 

“Your letters to Mrs. Belmont—were 
they objected to?” . 

\ “It is not proper for a man to men- 
tion his letters to a lady. 


“T first saw her (Mrs. Belmont) two’ 


years ago, on a ship coming from Eu- 
rope. I did not speak to her then. 
The first time I ever had the pleasure 
to speak to her was about two months 
azo. I vas introduced to her at the 
house of a lady here.’’ 

Has Written Many Times. 

“But you had already written to her?’’ 

“Oh, yes, I had written to her many 
times, but always on suffrage matters. 
{ gave her much advice as to the con- 
duct of the movement here.” 

“And then you offered to come and 
lecture?’’ 

‘Yes, I. have lectured at every town 
of any size between Boston and Balti- 
more.”’ 

“But how about addresses of another 
kind that rumor says you paid to Mrs. 
Belmont?” 

“T will not say. 
proper. 

‘tT can hardly say I live anywhere,”’ 
said the Doctor. “I practiced medicine 
in Minnesota, not in Finland, some time 
ago. I am interested in mines here and 
in Finland—copper, lead, silver and some 
gold. ‘I am not a promoter. I hgve 
been here as a visitor.”

BUIKET SHOP CASE 
AGAINST. MINER 


Circuit Attorney Tells the Court 
That There !s No Chance 
for Conviction. 








Circuit Attorney Jones Wednesday en- 
tered a nolle prosequi in the case of 
Frank J. Miner, who was convicted a 
year ago of conducting a bucket shop in 
St. Louis, and sentenced by a jury to 
serve five years. The conviction was 
reversed by the Supreme Court, which 
sent the case back for a new trial. 

The Miner case was not on the docket 
for trial Wednesday, but after disposing 
of the Police Relief Association cases, 
Jones told Judge Hitchcock he desired 
to get rid of the case. He ‘stated in 
court that the State had no hope of 
convicting Miner. Judge Hitchcock en- 
tered an ordering finally discharging 
Minor. 

Miner’s conviction was obtained by 
former Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Cleveland A. Newton and marked the 
first and only conviction in Missouri 
on a bucket-shop charge. 

Miner was prosecuted as the owner 
of the Merchants’ Stock and Grain Co. 
The Supreme Court held that he should 
have been prosecuted as the agent of 
the company, Many others arrested on 
a bucketing charge at the same time 
agreed to quit business and were not 
prosecuted. Miner declared at the time 
that he would ‘fight the case. / 

Jones told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the dismissal of the Miner case 
would not interfere with the prose- 
cution.of bucket shop proprietors in 
St. Louis. 

“So far as I know there are no 
bucket shops being operated here 
now,” said Jones, “but if any open I 
shall presecute them. There is noth- 
ing connected with the dismissal of 
the Miner case which would prevent 


action against him or any other per- 
son if they should open bucket shops.”

SIGNS OF PROGRESS. . 

After an absence of seven years, Martin Kall- 
man, expert in business methods, supplements 
the testimony of other long-time absentees with 
regard to the tremendous advances made by St. 
Louis within the past few years. To him, of 
course, the most striking gains are the changes 
ia the spirit and methods of business men. He 
finds our merchants and manufacturers alert to 
belize and utilize all of their advantages and op- 
portunities. 

But Mr. Kailman touches upon changes which 
supply material for the knockers and discontents 
who run the gamut of taunts on “For Rent” signs 
and other evidences of deadness in parts of the 

city. He notes the removal of wholesale and re- 

tail houses from cramped quarters and narrow 
streets to new and enlarged buildings and wider 
thoroughfares where there.is room for expand- 
ing trade. 

The material advancement of St. Louis within 
ten years, embracing new buildings—stores, office 
structures, houses, apartments, libraries, schools 
and municipal buildings—-streets and boulevards, 
strike the absentee with amazement. Ellis Wain- 
wright, returning after an absence of 10 years, 
fills a column of the Post-Dispatch expressing his 
delighted astonishment at the transformation of 
St. Louis. He left an overgrown village and re- 
turned to a metropolitan, city. 

St. Louisans who have remained at home, see- 
ing the making of the changes from year to year, 
do@not realize their extraordinary extent, nor 
srasp their significance, nor comprehend the con- 
sequences which must inevitably foYow them. 
The transition from the straggling town to the 
great modern city is always accompanied by con- 
ditions which offer the appearance of disaster. 

Chicago was greatly overbuilt in preparation 
After the exposition there 
was an apparent collapse of building and of pop- 
uiation. The vacancies in hotels, residences, 
offices and apartments were appalling, but Chi- 
cago quickly recovered and has gone far beyond 
the World’s Fair mark.

Within six years a city without skyscrapers and 
apartment houses became a city of many sky- 
scrapers and apartment houses. They sprang 
up like mushrooms. Hotels have multiplied and 
vast sections of the city Ry been transformed 
from cow pastures into thickly settled communi- 
ties, 

Street improvements in every part of St. Louis 
have made one section a8 available for residence 
and business purposes as another. Within ten 
years, from a paveless city outside of the down- 
town business séction, St. Louis has become the 
Lest paved city in the Union.
